MEXICAN DICTATOR 


Washington, May 13—That Gen. Huerta is pre- 


paring for a crisis in his dictatorship and has long 
been planning to leave Mexico City with his troops for 
Puebla, midway between Mexico City and Vera Cruz, 
was understood today to have been told President 
Wilson by Charge O'Shaughnessy. 


O'Shaugnessy said that Huerta had picked 


Puebla for his last refuge in case rebel assailants 
got too close to Mexico City and that late develop- 
ments in the Mexican situation have caused him al- 
ready to begin fortifying and provisioning Puebla. 


Mr. O'Shaughnwsy said that Huerta has no intention of re- 


signing, but that the Mexican dictator realized that his rtgimo 
could not stand long1. At Puebla plans are said to have been made 
to fight rather than consent to elimination. 
Realising that 
he 


eventually must be deported, Huerta desires to obtain as much 
glory as possible.
